The second significant feature of the GMDSS, multiple communications 
options, ensures that each ship using the GMDSS will have at least two 
options of distress alerting appropriate to its sea area. This 
redundancy will minimize the chance that a ship in distress will be 
unable to communicate because of weather, radio propagation 
difficulties, equipment £ ai I u re, or other ci rcumstances. This 
feature represents a significant improvement over the current distress 
system. A comparison of the primary features of the current distress 
and safety system and the GMDSS is given in Table 11. 

The basic concept of the GMDSS is that SAR authorities on shore, as well 
as shipping in the immediate vicinity of the ship in distress, can be 
rapidly alerted to a distress incident. The shore-based authorities 
designated as a Rescue Coordination Center (RCC) can then assist in 
coordinating rescue operations with minimal delay. 

In the United States, the Coast Guard is the designated maritime SAR 
organi- 

zation and will operate the necessary RCCS. The particular GMDSS 
equipment used to communicate varies by 'sea area and may have several 
alternatives. Table III is a simplified chart of GMDSS equipment and 
its primary functions, assuming a mid-ocean distress situation. 

The IMO Conference prescribed two levels of GMDSS operators.

Ahh..... , yes boatanchorites, et al, things were much simpler then. 


Tradition among toobies/boatanchorites is that real rigs that glow in the 
dark are usually rated in plate input power to the final amplifier. 
At best, figure output power is about half that, or slightly more. 


Late model gewhilligigits 12voltus, subspecies appliancus japonicus are 
usually rated at output power, BUT beware that even those dont usually 
put out the real power, and the ratings lie like hell. Most transistor 
rigs are only 50 percent or so efficient, also, so.... if you actually 
measure the output power into a calibrated dummy load you will probably 
find that your 100 watt rig will smoke, at best 50-65 watts into the 
antenna (my kenwoodie TS140S under absolute best conditions into a 
dummy load will only put out 65 watts, even though its output meter 
would like to tell me it is putting out more, so go figure....). 


Now, if you want a real boatanchor that puts out real power, try a 
marine service rated transmitter (Navy or merchant marine). They are 
rated in real power OUTPUT. When I key down my ET-8019A, which is 
rated at 200 watts output, it delivers AT LEAST 200 watts output on 
all bands, under any condition, into any type of antenna, guaranteed 
by RMCA. That is why I usually run the beast on a variac at about 


a quarter or half power input or so. 


I would expect the DX-60, mini-anchor to put out a real solid 50-60 
watts, without batting an eyelash. It is rated at 90 watts input, 

so at 60 percent or so efficiency, that should give around 50 real 
watts out, or a little more. I measured the output of my HW-16, a few 
nights ago, and it puts out only about 33 watts, but that is not too 
bad for a baby compactron tube. 


As a boatanchorite, I always try to declare whether or not my power 

is xx watts input or xx watts output, so the other end of a QSO knows 
which power is which. Most of the time I just read the plate meters 

and do a quick headbanging calculation and give the other end the 

xx watts input mode. After years of running the RMCA beast, I know just 
by reading the variac. It is easier and more accurate for most purposes. 
If I happen to have an inline wattmeter aboard (not too often, since 

I voltage feed an end-fed wire) then I may give the xx watts output mode. 


As a general rule, I would prefer to hear a fellow list the power in 
a format: 


FB OM MY BA QRO (or QRP for that matter) IS XX W OUT 
That be my 0.02 pfennigs worth, among friend boatanchorites!
